HE LA PAZ RIOT. 


It was Caused by the Circulation of 


False Reports. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Minister 


Moonlight, in a report to the Depart- 
ment of State from La Paz, Bolivia, 
dated July 22, gives the first official 
explanation’ of the disturbance at La 
Paz, on the 18th of July, which came 
near resulting in a conflict between 
P and Bolivia. He says it grew 
oft of false rumors, circulated at La 
Pak, to the effect that the government 
of Peru had declined the demand of 
the Bolivian Minister in Lima for rep- 
aration from Peru for injuries inflicted 
on Bolivia during the late revolution 
in Peru; that the Bolivian Minister 
had been given his passport; that the 
latter had taken refuge on a British 
man-of-war, and that finally he had 
been assassinated, . 

The circulation of these erroneous 
statements caused great excitement 
among some of the young men of La 
‘Paz, who went in a mob to a building 


occupied by the Peruvian Con- 
sul-General, Victor Benides, stoned 
the building, broke down, car- 


ried away and.destroyed the con- 
sular shield, broke all the windows 
and used insulting language. They 


also stoned the house of Angel del So-

lar, just appointed Consul-General, but 
not officially recognized; broke in the 
windows of the Peruvian Club and 
stores and business 
places of nearly all the Peruvian resi- 
dents of La Paz, and then subsided. 
Moonlight adds that the press of La 
Paz and all of the law-abiding cit- 
izens condemn the proceedings. He 
also says: “We can obtain here no 
further news from, Lima nor from 
Sucre, so we are in the dark as to the 
future between Bolivia and Peru, but I 
am inclined to believe that there: will 
‘be a friendly settlement of difficulties 
soon.” Cabled dispatches have recently 
reported a settlement of the affair. +

. CHICAGO, Aug, 26—Dr. J. Spencer 
Kennard of the Belden-avenue Baptist 
Church preached last night on The 
Ethics of Bicycling,” from the text: 
“Behold, he wrought a work on the 
wheels,“ Jeremiah xviii, 3. . 

He said, among other things: The en- 
trance of wheels into society marked 
the transition from savagery to civiliza- 
tion. What a vast place this wheel 
holds in human thought and life. The 
very constellations move in cycles; the 
earth revolves with double motion. We 
think of the revolutions of the seasons; 
time is marked by revolving wheels; 
wheels turn the world’s industries and 
the world’s locomotion. The latest de- 
velopment is humanity on wheels. The 
evolution of the bicycle and its swift 
march of conquest is now chiefly and 
universally in evidence. Within a year 
from being an occasional toy it has 
leaped into a dominion of half a million. 
It has come to stay, and so we must 
make the best of it. 

“A state of things still more serious 
is likely to develop in the change of 
habits and manners as between the 
sexes. We have easily adjusted our 
ideas to the sight of the gentler sex 
on wheels. Nor is a reasonable change 
in the conventional dress of that sex 
to be other than approved in so far as 
it tends to comfort in riding. The stress 
of the ‘true woman’s contention as 

ainst the new woman will be to as- 
sist in maintaining a proper limit in 
guarding against a needless display of 
form and a simulation of masculinity 
| of appearance. 
Let us welcome the bicycle as a 
boon to humanity, and guard its use 
from excesses and immoral dissipa- 
tions, and trust that with chivalric 
watchfulness on the part of both sexes 
over each others’ sacred prerogatives, 
it will be a blessing to social intercourse 
rather than a peril.” 


A RICH POCKET. 


Found in Large Quantities. 
Maut, Au ASSOCIATED TUESS REPORT.) 
CINCINNATI, Aug. 26.—John Cleg- 
horn. and Patrick Mears, two shanty 
boatmen, dug up $20,000 of good United 
States gold the other day on the Ken- 
tucky side, not far from Cincinnati. 
Last Monday the men went ashore to 
dig a “bean-pot.” After digging about 
a foot into the sand Mears saw the 
gleam of something, which proved to 
be an American eagle.

A FIENDISH KILLING. 


TWO WHITE BOYS FIRED UPON BY 


One of Them is Shot Dead and the 
Other Has an Arm Broken—A 
Posse in Pursuit of the Murderer 
and He will Be Lynched if 

Caught. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Aug. 26.—A special from 
Columbia, S. C., says that Charles 
Lloyd, a negro desperado, last night 
met, two white boys, W. B. Welch and 
John Hough, both abqut 17 years old, 
near Hailé’s mine, Lancaster county, 
and with the declaration that it was 
time for negroes to begin to kill white 
men, opened fire on the boys, who were 
unarmed, Welch was first shot through 
the body, and when he begged the negro 
not to shoot again, the brute placed his 


8 to Welch's head and shot him 
ead.. 

Lloyd then fired at Hough, but only 
succeeded in breaking his right arm, 
Lloyd then took to the mountains, but 
a posse of white men are after him 
with the avowed purpose of lynching 
him as soon as they capture him. Both 
Welch and Hough are members of 
prominent families. 


An International Seed Fair.

BUY CONVERTS 
How Missionaries Fool. 
lle Churches. 


Likewise How They Themselves 
Are Wade Fools, 


A Chinese Newspaper’s Idea of 
the Religious Racket 
| In China. 


Worthless Natives Graft Them- 
selves Onto the Missions as In- 
terpreters—Young Girls Kid- 
naped and Sold. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
CHICAGO, Aug. 26.—Sam Moy, a prom- 
inent Chinese merchant of Chicago, has 
received @ paper concerning the attack 
upon the English and American mis- 
sionaries.. According to the Chinese 
paper no decent Chinaman will have 
anything to do with a mission. The 
missionaries cannot talk the language. 
The Chinese in the interior who can 
talk “pigeon,” or any foreign language, 
are almost always young men who have 
run away to avoid punishment for petty 
crimes or to shirk the support of their 
families, going to some treaty port in- 


tives from justice. for more serious 
crimes do. In time the petty crime is 
forgotten or compounded, and the fel- 
low comes back, but is regarded as a 
social outlaw, and does not find or want 
to find anything to do in the way of 
work more than enough to keep him 
alive.

ten force is used. The missionary sees 
the child and is told some fairy tale“ 
by the unscrupulous interpreter, that 
the child wishes to become a Christian; 
that she wants to live at the mission 
and be instructed or some other inven- 
tion which seems plausible to the ignor- 
ance and zeal of the missionary and 
something is added to show the im- 
portance of guarding the new candi- 
date from recapture by the heathen rel- 
atives, who, the missionary is assured, 
would do so to prevent the perversion 
of the child’s faith. ä 
As the missionary cannot talk to the 
child he trusts his interpreter who can, 
and the child, well, the less the original 
is followed there the better. The inter- 
preter practically gets the girl. She.is 
his slave for the time being and he 
plays the missionary to keep safely out 
of sight until he can sell her and get 
the money for her. Then the mission- 
ary is fooled again, and the process is 
repeated as frequently as possible. It 
is a great industry for the: unscrupu-. 
| lous interpreters who live better have 
more pleasure and make more money 
with less work under the protection of 
the mission than most of the good peo- 
ple of their town. : 
The burning of the missions freed 
some of the girl captives who told the 
stories of their kidnaping, confinement 
and the indignities to which they were 
subjected. The stories spread and 
aroused the ferocity of all good people. 
This started the great riot and the mob 
attacked the missionaries and inter- 
| preters indiscriminately. 3 
The best people did not accuse the 
missionaries of any intentional wrong 
and would not have harmed them, in- 
tending only to send them away, so 
they could no longer be induced by the 
wicked interpreters to help them in 
kidnaping defenseless young girls. All 
agreed it was right to kill the hang- 
ers-on guilty of the kidnaping; because 
it is the law and the custom that any- 
one may do so in China. The Governor 
of Fokien sent 1000 soldiers up the Min 
River to quell the riots and restore or- 
der, but the bandits joined with the

SENT 


Avenging Hands at Work 
at Yreka 


Four Alleged Murderers Quit 
Earth. 


They Are Forced to a Hast 
Departure by a Mob 
of Citizens. 


The County Jail No Protection for 
the Wretches — Plans Carefully 
Arranged—One of the Victims 
Pleads for His Life. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
YREKA, Aug. 26.—As a ghastly cli- 
max of the reign of lawlesness which 


many months past, the bodies of four 
accused murderers lay this morning 
on the floor of the fire-engine house 
in the old mining town of Yreka. It 
was evident that Judge Lynch and his 
jurors had been at work during the 
night, and their verdict was “death by 
hanging” to four miserable wretches 
in the county jail. | 

The victims are Lawrence Johnson, 
who on July 28 stabbed his wife to 
death in the town of Etna; William 
Null, who shot Henry Harter in the 
back,near Callahans on April 21; Louis 
Moreno and Charles Semler, who are 
supposed to have killed George Sears 
and Casper Meirehaus at Bailey Hill 
on August 5. 

About 9 o’clock a straggler now and 
then caught the glimpse of dark ob- 
jects hanging around the suburbs of 
the town, but nothing was thought of 
it. The dark objects thickened until 
along toward midnight they assumed 
the shape of silent and stern men, 
either on horseback or afoot. At mid- 
night a pre-arranged plan or signal 
drew a small army of some two hundred 
and fifty men into the vicinity of Court- 
house square, 
placed throughout the town to ward 
off danger of discovery by the officers. 
The fire-bells were tied up, night watch- 
men sent to other parts of the town 
on sham errands and stragglers were 
detained. 

At 1 o'eloek the midnight avengers 
prepared to carry gut their plans. An 
old rail was taken from the depot 
and placed between two trees in 
Courthouse Park, and then began the 
descent upon the jail. A demand was 
made upon Deputy Sheriff Radford for 
the keys, but he did not yield. Henry 
Bratlauch, who was sleeping in the 
jail, heard the commotion, and opened 
the door to see what the trouble was, 
and was at once seized by the mob. 
The iron dors were then forced Open, 
and Johnson, Null, Semler and Mo- 
reno were marched out to the court- 
yard. The condemned men were stolid 
and took their fate without a murmur, 
with the exception of young Semler, 
who begged piteously for mercy. His 
age was 19. 

The scene was, indeed, a heart-rend- 
ing one, as young Semler broke 
forth in an agonizing appeal, and cried 
out: Tell my dear old mother I am 
innocent of the crime.” Sheriff Hobbs 
had given strict orders that in case any 
attempt at lynching was made to ring 
the fire bells and rouse the citizens, but 
the mob had anticipated this, and laid 
their plans well. Every person about 
the streets in the vicinity of the jail 

Ae s an 1m Roop were goin 
to the house of the latter’s mother, ann 
were held at the scene of the hanging. 
Nearly every section of the country 
was represented in the mob. In fact, 
ever since Null’s cold-blooded murder 
of Henry Harter lynching was (freely 
talked of in the western end of the 
county, and when Johnson killed his 
wife the avenging sentiment kept on 
fermenting. After the Bailey Hill mur- 
der the feeling reached a dangerous 
Stage. During the lynching some one 
awoke Sheriff Hobbs, who hurried 
down town, and as he Was going 
through the courthouse a Winchester 
was stuck in his face and he was com- 
pelled to stand where he was. The 
whole affair was carefully arranged 
and well executed, and not over twenty 
minutes elapsed from the time the 
keys were surrendered until the mob 
rode swiftly out of town. 
| The lynching can in no way reflect 
upon the officers of the court. The in- 
formation in the Null case was filed on 
May 22 and under his plea of innocence 
the law gave him the right to send 
wherever necessary to secure deposi- 
tions in support of his defense, which 
could not be done in less time than al- 
lowed by the court. This was the only 
one of the four cases which was at issue 
before the Superior Court. In the case 
of Johnson there was a demurrer to the 
information which was to be argued 
this week. The other prisoners, Stem- 
ler and Moreno, were to have had their 
preliminary examinations tomorrow, it 
having been necessary to postpone 
them to that date in order to allow the 
attorney to prepare a defense. 

All day the excitement throughout 
Siskiyou has been intense, although not 
of condemnation concerning the part of 
the lynchers as the general impression 
is that Judge Lynch’s sentence was just 
though severe. Especially in Yreka has 
excitement run high, people hurrying 
from all sections of the county to view 
the ghastly result of the midnight raid 
on the county jail. Telegrams of in- 
quiry from newspapers and individuals 
all up and down the Coast have been 
pouring in, all seeking particulars of 
the tragedy. 

The Coroner’s jury today rendered a 
verdict that Johnson, Null, Moreno and 
Stemler came. to their deaths by strang- 
ulation at the hands of parties unknown 
to the jury. The only sympathy felt is 
for young Stemler on account of his 
youth. The chances are thought to be 
that none of the lynchers will be appre- 
hended. 


A KENTUCKY HANGING BEE.

RUIN STARES THE CUBANS IN 
| THE FACE. 


It the War Continues for Another 
Yenr the Sugar Industry is 
Doomed. 


80 Says Dr. H. Von Herff, Who Has 
Jast Returned to New York 
City from Cuba. 


Insurgents Fare Badly at Niquero— 
Troops Embark at Barcclona— 
A French Journal Tenders 
Its Advice to Spain. 


(RBGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 26—The Ward- 
line steamer Santiago, which has just 
arrived here, brought several passen- 
gers who could give authentic informa- 
tion about the insurrection in Cuba. 
Among those on board were Dr. H. von 
Herff of this city and John L. Bour- 
dette, administrator of the Santa Maria 
plantation at Guantanamo, which was 
recently raided, in conversation with a 
reporter, Dr. von Herff said: 

1 found business of all kinds in San- 
tlago de Cuba at a standstill. Most of 
the merchants were waiting for ‘better 
times.’ Some of them has closed their 
doors. Recently the government issued 
an. order forbidding the merchants to 
sell any goods or materials to women 

and children from the country. This 

was done to cut off the insurrectionists 
from obtaining any supplies from the 
towns. I madesa trip from Santiago to 
the interior of the country, but it was 

a risky undertaking. The railroad was 

guarded at several points by Spanish 

troops. The province of Santiago de 

Cuba is sparsely settled, the princi- 

pal places being the settlements of the 

workmen on big sugar plantations. In- 
land provinces, in fact the eastern half 
of Cuba, is mountainous and covered 
with dense forests. When the revolu- 
tionists are closely pressed they take 
to the woods and it is almost impossi- 
ble for the Spanish to penetrate. The 

revolutionists are simply carrying on a 
guerilla warfags Every few days I 

heard of some raid which usually con- 

sists in destroying a plantation. There 
is little fighting going on. : 
No one ventures to predict when the 
war willi come to an end. If the insur- 
rection goes on for another year the su- 
gar industry will be prostrated. The 
administrator of one of the largest 
' plantations in the Santiago district told 
me that it will take the planters four 
or five years to recover from the dam- 
age already done. Many plantations 
not laid waste by the insurgents have 
been practically abandoned. The la- 
borers have fled to the towns and the 
the cane is uncut. Next season, if the 
estate goes uncultivated, the fields will 
be over-run with weeds, and soon be- 
come worthless for producing a crop of 


sugar. 

“In fact the sugar-planters really bear 
the brunt of the war. They will have 
to pay enormous taxes, even if the in- 
surrection be put down. At present 
almost every planter is threatened 
with ruin if he does not contribute 
money to the insurgent cause. 

The sugar planters are between the 
devil and the deep sea. If they do not 
pay large sums of money for ‘protec- 
tion,’ their fields are laid waste. [If 
they ask ‘protection’ from the govern- 
ment, they are marked as. enemies of 
the republic, and their property will be 
set on fire or ruined at the first oppor- 
tunity.”’ 

On the steamer as a fellow- passenger 
with Dr. von Herff was John La Bour- 
dette of Guantanamo. His mission to 
this city is an unusual one. Some time 
last May he received notice from the 
leader of the revolutionist army that 
the owner of the plantation was ex- 
pected to contribute to the aid of the 
cause. Later on the plantation was 
raided. and recently matters became 
so serious that La Bourdette decided 
to leave the island and to come to New 
York for consultation. In an inter- 
view La Bourdette, who speaks no En- 
glish, said: The Santa Maria planta- 
tion is owned by Senor Fernando Pons, 
who now lives in Paris. It consists of 
about 3500 acres, and the estate is val- 
ued at $1,000,000. I did not pay much 
attention at first to the demands of 
the insurrectionists, but on August 6 I 
received a letter from Gen. Maceo, who 
was very much in earnest. So I have 
come to this city to see whether we 
should raise and pay the money or 
not.” 

INSURGENTS FARE BADLY.

WYOMING LAWS. 


They Cut No Figure as Against the 
Indian Treaty. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—It has been 
definitely decided by the Indian Bureau 
that no attention will be paid to the 
game laws of Wyoming where they 
come in conflict with the treaty of the 
United States with the Bannock and 
Shoshone Indians. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral, after considering the matter, has 
informei the Secretary of the Interior 
and the Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
that the rights of Indians to hunt on 
unoccupied lands, in his opinion, is un- 
questionable, and the State of Wyoming 
has no power to limit or abridge this 
right. No definite steps to enforce this 
determination have been decided upon, 
further than that instructions tothe Uni- 
ted States District Atornetys to secure 
the release of Indians now in custody on 
writs of habeas corpus will probably be 
supplemented by an order to do the 
same thing in case any arrest is made 
in the future. 

The bureau will discourage hunting 
by Indians as far as possible, and at 
present no passes will be issued per- 
mitting the braves to leave the reser- 
vation. It is probable, that a small 
number of soldiers will be kept in the 
Jackson Hole country during the re- 
mainder of the hunting season, and if 
it be deemed advisable at any time to 
permit Indians to leave the reservation 
to hunt, the whites possibly will not 
be permitted to molest them. 

It is hoped, however, that work on the 
irrigation ditch, soon to be contracted 
for, will furnish occupation and money 
for the Indians, making hunting un- 
necessary for their maintenance during 
the winter. No immediate trouble is 
anticipated, as the Indians are now on 
the reservation, and likely to remain 


there for the present. 


GEN. COPPINGER’S RETURN. 

OMAHA (Neb.,) Aug. 26.—Gen. Cop- 
pinger, Maj.

The finish was one of the most exciting 
ever witnessed on a track, as Phillips, 
knowing what Autrain is worth, kept 
her quietly in hand until the final round, 
when she overhauled Tambour, and, 
going right away, won as she pleased. 
The times were: Autrain, 6:42 1-5; Tam- 
bour, 6:44; Helen Leyburn, 6:44 4-5. The 
non-placed trotters were Miss Tilford, 
Uncle Sam, Roussalka, Volshebnitsa, 
Grace Simmons, Ada and Bowey. 

No sooner had the garnet and gold 
colors passed the post than there were 
public demonstrations, Howard Phil- 
lips, the driver, being surrounded. Not- 
withstanding the fact that the three 
Americans were seen on a French race-. 
course for the first time, their sortie 
from the paddock gave rise to prolonged 
cheers. The odds against Autrain were 
6 to 1. 

Autrain is a six-year-old bay mare of 
exceptionally good breeding. She started 
for the first time at Fort Wayne, Ind., 
last August and in the first three heats 
of her career finished second to Doug- 
lass in 2:20, 2:18% and 2:17%. At Cleve- 
land she won her maiden race in 2:18%, 
2:19% and 2:18, and a week later at 
Tiffin she won her second race in 2:22, 
2:18% and 2:16%. Later in the season 
Autrain was beaten by Grattan at 
Nashville, but she forced him to trot in 
2:13. The Neuilly-Levallois course, 
where the races were held, is one of the 
western suburbs of Paris and is the only 
soil trotting track now in use near the 
French capital.

90,000. tons of canaagria to take the 
place of gambier imported into the 
United States. It has been shown that 
canaagria can be grown to perfection 
in Southern California. That much be- 
ing stated, the necessity for a tannery 
in Los Angeles, referred to above, again 
naturally presents itself inasmuch as 
the three things required are here in 
abundance: hides, water and canaagria. 

OIL FOR SAN FRANCISCO. The 
Pacific Coast Oil Company, Ventura 
county, of which ex-Senator Charles F. 
Felton is president, is constructing a 
pipe line from Newhall to Hueneme, at 
which point the crude oil will 
shipped on steamer to San Francisco, 
where it will be refined. The Union Oil 
Company of Ventura county has al- 
ready a pipe line from its works at 
Santa Paula to the coast, from whence 
it will also ship its crude oil to San 
Francisco to be refined. 

A Times reporter learned today that 
an arrangement had been entered into 
between these two Ventura companies 
for the transportation of their oil to: 
San Francisco on the same steamer. 
The steamer for this purpose is now be- 
ing built in San Francisco by the Union 
Ironworks, and is expected to be com- 
pleted by about the Ist of next Octo- 
ber or not later than the 15th of that 
month. The capacity of the steamer 
will be 6000 barrels. The agreement be- 
tween the two companies is a very gen- 
eral one, and simply provides that each 
company shall pro-rate the cost of 
transportation according to the num- 
ber of barrels of oil shipped by each 
company. It may happen that the 
steamer will load up on one trip en- 
tlrely with the oil from one company 
and the next trip take a cargo exclu- 
sive for the other company. Or, if the 
supply in San Francisco of each com- 
pany should be momentarily in excess 
of its requirements, the steamer will 
divide cargo, taking part from one com- 
pany and the remainder from the other. 

These two companies have been led 
to make this move on account of the 
high freight rates charged by the raui- 
way company. Up to the present time 
both companies have been refining 
their oil at the wells and shipping the 
refined product to San Francisco. They 
found this did not pay; the railroad 
tax was too heavy. They therefore de- 
cided, acting in co-operation, to ship 
their crude oil to San Frncisco and re- 
fine it there. This move led to the con- 
struction of these pipe lines to tide 
water and the construction this 
steamer. The annual saving to both 
companies, by this arrangement, will 
be very large. They have removed, or 
will remove, all their refining plants 
from Newhall and Santa Paula to San 
Francisco. 

It is a matter of regret to know that 
these_refining plants could have been 
brought to Los Angeles, instead of go- 
ing to San Francscio. Both of these 
companies were not only willitig, but 
desirous of establishing themselves 
here, but, as was stated to a Times re- 
porter today by a prominent oil man 
of Los Angeles—one familiar with the 
whole proposition—the representatives 
of the companies did not meet with the 
encouragement their offers deserved. It 
was not, as he went on to explain, any 
question of competition with Los An- 
geles oil; there could not be any com- 
petition, inasmuch as the Ventura oll 
would have all been refined and not 
used for fuel, as is the Los Angeles 
product. Had the oil-producers of Los 
Angeles encouraged the removal of 
these refining plants to this city, instead 
of allowing them to go to San Fran- 
cisco, they would have made Los An 
goles both oli prob-

Thick white note paper without 
lines is the approved style for young 
ladies, the sheet of note paper folded 
once in the middle to fit an envelope 
which comes with the paper.

The posi- 
tion which silver occupies today in our 
currency system is as important as 
any it has occupied during the last 
fifty years, and there are more silver 
coins extant today than were ever ex- 
tant at any previous time within the 
history of the country. These silver 
coins are all on a parity with gold, 
which they would not be long if we 
had free silver coinage. |

IT Is 
| TO HOLD ONE. 


The Merchant's Association, How- 
ever, Will Not Have Exclu- 
sive Control. 


Responsibility Divided Between It, 
the Board of Trade and Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 


The Event Will Take Place the Week 
Following the Santa Barbara 
Flower Festival— A Lively — 
Meeting Last Evening. 


Los Angeles will have a fiesta next 
year. It was so decided at the meeting 
of citizens convoked by the Merchants’ 
Association at the Chamber of Com- 
merce last evening. The next fiesta, 
however, will have a triple head, the 
Merchants’ Association having declined 
to assume the repsonsibility alone, as 
on former occasions. 

The flesta of 1896 will not, therefore, 
be the Merchants’ Assoclation's exclu- 
sive carnival. The other two commer- 
cial organizations of the city—the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Board 
of Trade—will have a hand in the man- 
agement of the affair. The directors o 
the Merchants’ Association who are in- 
dividually responsible for the deficit of 
last fiesta have confessed that they 
have had quite enough of it, and while 
they all favor repeating the experiment 
they want others to help share the risk 
of failure or the honors of success. 

esterday evening’s meeting was held 
in the directors’ room of the Chamber 
of Commerce. There were presnt rep-

A FIESTA WILL BE HELD. 

After some preliminary discussion 
the motion was made that it was the 
sense of the meeting that a fiesta should 
be held next spring. President-Patter- 
son of the Chamber of Commerce, in 
speaking of the motion, said he was in 
favor of holding one, and thought the 
Merchants’ Association, in view of the 
success of its past work, should again 
be entitled to the management, and he 
pledged the co-operation of the affili- 
ated organizations, and beliéved the 
ee generally would respond Über- 
ally. : 

On a rising vote the motion to have 
‘@ flesta next year was carried, the only 
gentleman present who did not rise 
for the affirmative being T. A. Elsen. 
Mr. Eisen was called upon to explain 
‘his objections, if he had any, and re- 


| plied that he was not in the hotel buat- 


ness, nor agent for any railway, neither 
did he wish to take a contract to build 
carnival tribunes, but he heartily fa- 
vored having another fiesta. He ex- 
plained his failure to vote by the state- 
ment that he was at present practically 
not a member of any of the organiza- 


posed to hold the carnival. He would, 
however, do his part as an individual 
when the proper time came. 

After some miscellaneous discussion, 
C. D. Willard moved, in view of the 
success of the previous fiestas, that the 
Merchants’ Association be again re- 
quested to assume the management of 
the fiesta. The motion was carried 
unanimously, without discussion. 
DEFERENCE TO SANTA BARBARA. 

The question of time of holding the 
fiesta then came up. George W. Lynch, 
president of the Southern California 
Hotel-keepers’ Association, who is mak- 
ing arrangements for the meeting of 
the National Hotel-keepers’ Association: 
at Santa Barbara, explained that it was 
the purpose of the association to meet 
the week of the Santa Barbara Flower 
Festival, which had been set for April 
8, 9 and 10, but which, it was now pro- 
posed to postpone till April 15, 16 and 
17, so as to suit the convenience of the 
visiting hotel men, who would not leave 
Chicago before April 10. There would 
be 600 of them, and Mr. Lynch thought 
it very important to arrange fiesta 
dates so that the hotel-keepers can see 
the whole show while here. He sug- 
gested that it would be very desirable 
to the bonifaces, as well as the citizens 
of Santa Barbara, if the Los Angeles 
Fiesta were held the week following the 
Santa Barbara Flower Festival. He 
said Los Angeles could afford to be 
magnanimous and give Santa Barbara 
the preference, as it would promote 
good feeling and Los Angeles would not 
suffer by having her flesta after. that 
of Santa Barbara. 

J. M. Crawley said it was a. question. 
of vital importance to the railroad com- 
panies to have the date fixed as soon 
as possible. He moved, therefore, that 
the next Fiesta de Los Angeles be held 
the week following the Santa Barbara 
Flower Festival, whatever week that 
may be. Max Meyberg seconded the 
motion and it was.carried unanimously 
that such was the sense of the meeting. 
MET BERG'S PRACTICAL IDBAS. 


In the course of further miscellaneous 
discussion, Mr. Patterson said he re- 
gretted that Mr. Meyberg had declined 
re-election as director-general of the 
flesta. He did not believe another man 
so capable could be found to devote the 
time and attention to the work that 
Mr. Meyberg did, and he therefore sug- 
gested that the management be put in 
the hands of a committ 
rbtead ak 
berg's Prevlous administrations were 
eminently successful and he hoped he 
would reconsider his declination. 

Mr. Meyberg said his decision was 
final and he could not under any cir- 
cumstances accept the proffered honor. 
He did not, however, agree with Mr. 
Patterson in regard to placing the man- 


A committee three would never 
carry ‘the work on successfully. There 
‘should be one head with absolute power 
as to general management. That was 
the only way to do it, and he. believed 
a suitable man for the place could be 
found. 

Mr. Meyberg, in the course of his re- 


ing the scope of the flesta. It should 
be made to embrace all Southern Cali- 
ornila.

MR, SALKEY’S BOMBSHELL. 

J. S. Salkey at this point started the 
warmest discussion of the evening, and 
made the first break in the unanimity 
of sentiment that had prevailed from 
the beginning. Mr. Salkey, as a director 
of the Merchants’ Association, said he 
thought it was a great mistage to ask 


sponsibility for the flesta. He for one 
was opposed to give it full control. 
The financial strain was too great for 
one such body to bear and he believed 
the responsibility should be equally 
shared by the three businessmen's or- 
ganizations of the city—the Merchants’. 
Association, the Chamber. of Com- 
merce and the Board of Trade. He be- 
lieved the motion to put the whole 
thing in the hands of the Merchants’ 
Association should be reconsidered. 

Mr. Willard agreed with Mr. Salkey 
as to the justness of dividing the re- 
sponsibility, but said it was a courtesy 
due the Merchants’ Association to ten- 
der to them again the sole management. 

Mr. Jevne took the same view, and 
Maj. Jones objected to reconsideration. 
Mr. Crawley favored reconsideration. 

Mr. Meyberg also favored reconsid- |: 
eration. He believed in dividing. the 
responsibility. Had the Merchants’ 
Association been backed up by the 
Chamber of Commerce and Board of 
Trade, the City Council would not have 
subjected them to such shameful treat- 
ment when they asked for municipal 
aid for the flesta. The director-gen- 
eral had asked for 100 extra policemen 
to handle the crowds, and got twenty- 
five. It was for lack of proper police 
protection that the confusion that al- 
most resulted in disaster, occurred at 
Central Park on the day of the floral 
parade. 

RESPONSIBILITY DIVIDED. 

Maj. W. C. Furrey said he would 
play the part of the Good Samaritan 
who had been doing so much of the 
talking, for he knew they were very 
tired. He heartily favored giving the 
management into the hands of the 
three trade organizations. Owing to 
bad financiering, his name, along with 
that of every other director of the 
Merchants’ Association, was now on 
the back of a little note that repre- 
sented the deficit, in the late fiesta’s 
exchequer. He wanted everybody in 
Los Angeles to take part in the next 
fiesta. It was their festival, and not 
that of the Merchants’ Association. 
Mr. Willard then moved as a substi- 
tute for his original motion that the 
Merchants’ Association be requested by 
this meeting to again undertake the 
management of the fiesta, with the as- 
surance that should they decline to 
again bear the burden single-handed, 
the Chamber of Commerce and Board 
of Trade will join hands with them and 
assist in the undertaking. 

Mr. Bluett offered as a substitute for 
Mr. Willard’s substitute that it be de- 
clared the sense of the meeting that the 
three organizations should jointly carry. 
on the fiesta. Nearly all the directors 
of the Merchants’ Association present 
favored this amendment and it was 
carried almost unanimously, as was Mr. 
Willard’s substitute as amended. 

After some discussion as to the proper 
way of getting the three bodies named. 
to jointly take up the work, an adjourn- 
ment was taken sine die, without ar- 
riving at any. definite conclusion.

J. Neale Plumb, the New Tork mil- 
lionaire who puts in all his spare time 
fishing, reports the following record of 
last week’s catches. Mr. Plumb is an 
experienced angler, and since he ar- 
rived here has made it very lively in- 
deed for the fish. All the following 
catches were made with rod and reel: 

Monday, August 19, seven yellowtails, 


weighing from 12 to 22 pounds; three 


barracuda, from 8½ to 10 pounds; fif- 
teen rock bass, 1% to 4% pounds. 
Tuesday, fifteen yellowtails, from 13 
to 42% pounds; eleven rock bass. 
Thursday, five yellowtails, from 12 to 
15 pounds, and one long-finned tunny 


| weighing 61% pounds. : 
This fish—the tunny—aroused much 


discusion when he was landed on shore 
at Avalon and created interest among 
fishermen. Some declared it was an 
albicore, but Mr. Plumb, who has 
caught hundreds of albicore from the 
deck of a sailing vessel on the coasts 
of Africa and South America, insisted 
that this one differed in several res- 
pects from the albicore, noticeably in 
the length of the fins. No albicore, he 
contended, could tow a boat four miles 
out to sea as this fish had done, or 
could show one-third of his strength 


and power. When the fish struck, Mr. 


Plumb and Mexican Joe, his faithful 
lieutenant, were not over fifty yards 
outside of.a kelp-bed. The monster 
took out 500 feet of line on the first 
dash. It was impossible to check him 
and, but for the presence of mind and 
Skill of Joe, Mr. Plumb ‘declares he 
would have lost his prize. The old 
Mexican fisherman turned his boat like 
a flash and backed up toward the fish, 
relieving the tremendous strain and 
thus allowing Mr. Plumb to regain a 
few yards of his line. he fish kept 
right on out to sea with a steady pull, 


Joe relinquishing the oars, and the boat 


was towed out faster that a boatman 
could row. After several deep-sea 
plunges the gamy monster retired 
about 350 feet below the surface to re- 
flect. He sulked for some time and 
then permitted himself to be slowly 
reeled to the surface, where he gave 
one fearful plunge and then lay pas- 
sive at the mercy of his captor, who 
promptly gaffed him. When Mr. Plumb 
struck this fish he was trolling in 
about 125 feet of water with a heavy 
‘“‘pipe-sinker” and a flying-fish weigh- 
ing about a pound for bait, as he was 
in pursuit of sea bass. By reference to 
the United States Commission of Fish a 
perfect engraving of his trophy was 
found labelled “The Alalonga, or long- 
finned tunny.“ This ended the dispute 
and the fish has been duly classified as 
eit i day M 

e following r. Plumb cap- 
tured eight yellowtails weighing rors 
on to sixteen pounds, and five rock 

Saturday he caught thirteen yellow- 
tails from sixteen to twenty-six pounds, 
and five rock bass, making a total of 
forty-eight yellowtails taken with rod 
and reel in five days’ fishing. 

Mr. Plumb rises at 3 a.m. each morn- 
ing, takes a 15-cent breakfast, goes ten 
miles up the coast and arrives at his 
favorite fishing haunts, which he has 
christened Devil’s Hole and Angel’s 
Cove, at 4:30 o’clock, where he spends 


the day.

A few minutes before the noon hour 
had arrived President Stockwell called 
the attention of the Council to the pres- 
ence of a number of ministers in the 
lobby, and stated that if there were 
no objections the ministers would 
heard. In acceptance of this invitation 
Rev. W. A. Knighten stepped forward 
and announced that the Ministerial 
Union, which he represented, had pre- 
pared a set of resolutions which were 
now in the hands of the City Clerk, 
which resolutions embodied all that he 
wished to say. 

The resolutions referred to were 
read by the clerk as follows: 

“The Ministerial Union of Los An- 
geles in special session Monday, Au- 
gust 26, 1895, desire hereby to express 
to your honorable body our attitude in 
the present status of the social evil 
problem in our city, and especially in 
its relation to Alameda street. The 
agitation began because of the promi- 
nence of this immorality on this great 
thoroughfare, and it was begun by the 
the property-owners, and the churches 
and the residents and moral people of 
that section most affected by its exist- 
ence. This Ministerial Union has at 
no time designed, in its adoption of this 
agitation to favor the interests of any 
political party, or to meddle with the 
faithful discharge of the duties of any 
officer, or the lawful exercise of the 
authority of any body of public offi-

“Second—That, contrary to this order 
of Council, and without its 
erec n front of these hou 

“Third—That, contrary to petitions 
presented to Council from time to time, 
and in open disregard to Council’s or- 
der, this evil has been colonized and 
driven into this pen. 

“Fourth—Those who oppose the po- 
sition of the Ministerial Union claim 
that this places these unfortunate peo- 
ple under the protection of the city 
government and,the surveillance of the 


ce. 

“Fifth—We find that these helpless 
women are compelled to pay the exor- 
bitant sum of $60 per month for two 
small rooms about 7x8 or 8x9 behind 
the fence, and, instead of being pro- 
tected, these outcasts are oppressed 
and abused without mercy. 

“Sixth—We find, further, that the 
concealing of these women, instead of 
mitigating this evil, has increased it, 
and made it a school of vice and a hot- 
bed of crime. 

„We desire further to call the atten- 
tion of your honorable body to the at- 
titude of the late Police Comimsisoners 
toward this evil on Alameda street, that 
they refused to carry out the order is- 
sued by your body, openly declaring 
that said order was not promulgated 
by you in good faith. 

“Therefore be it resolved by the Min- 
isterial Union: 

“First—That as a body of Christian 
ministers we recognize the fact that the 
honorable City Council has the supreme 
control of this whole matter, and are 
responsible for the governmental con- 
trol of the public morals of our city. 

“Resolved, that we are pleased with 

the co-operation of the City Council, 
as shown by their order issued and re- 
affirmed, and also by their gracious ac- 
ceptance of the resignation of members 
of the late Board of Police Commis- 
sioners. 
„Resolved, that we believe we have 
reached a very important crisis in the 
settlement of this question, and that 
the City Council has control of the situ- 
ation. 

We, therefore, most respectfully re- 
quest your honorable body to elect such 
a Board of Police Commissioners as are 
of high moral standing and stamina, 
who will promptly carry out the wishes 
and orders of the honorable City Coun- 
cil, assuring you of our true moral sup- 
port and that of our constituency.” 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Complaints Against the Garbage 
Contractor—Labor Union. 

When the Council convened in the 

afternoon at 2 o’clock, Councilman Sny- 

der opened the proceedings with a mo- 

tion that the resignation of Police Com- 


missioner Glass be taken from the table 
and accepted by the Council. 

This motion, having. been adopted, 
the president of the Council announced 
that nominations for the office of Pol- 
ice Commissioner would be in order. 
Councilman Munson promptly laced in 
nomination the name of W. H. Cook, 
while Councilman Savage nomf{nated 
C. H. Long for the position. The nom- 
inations were then closed, and the vote 
was taken upon the election of the 
nominees, The vote of the Council was 
unanimous in favor of the two men 
named for the office. 

The City Clerk presented a request 
wu the Council for leave of absence for 
wo weeks beginning September 1. His 
request was granted. The report of the 
City Clerk with regard to the work of 
the Board of Equalization, as pub- 
lished in The Times of last Sunday, 
was referred to the Finance Committee. 
HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT. 

Health Officer Steddom presented a 
report to the Council with regard to the 
disposition that is being made of the 
garbage in the city, the report reading 
as follows: 

“To the honorable City Council— 
Gentlemen: During the past six 
months, and especially during the past 
two months, there have been numerous 
complaints by the residents of the va- 
rious portions of the city against the 
manner in which the garbage is col- 
lected. In some portions it does not 
seem to be collected at all for days at 
A time, and in other portions not more 
than once a week, while others com- 
plain that it is sometimes taken and 
at other times left, cans standing on 
the sidewalk and driver passing by. 
Many residents complain that there are 
no hours set apart for the collection of 
the garbage, and that they put their 
cans out in the evening, and that they 
are left standing until the collector 
comes around; but often hé does not 
come until some time during the next 
day, and in the meantime they are no- 
tifled by the police officer to take their 
garbage cans in, or else be liable to ar- 
rest. By reference to the agreement 
between A. Ramish and the city of Los 
Angeles, I find the following: ‘Said 
Ramish shall collect all garbage and 
ashes which are caused, produced or 
deposited by domestic use from all 
houses and buildings in said city used 
for dwelling or residence purposes, and 
from all boarding-houses, hotels, res- 
taurants, saloons and markets, at the 
times and in the manner ‘prescribed in 


the specifications therefor, which spec- 


ifications are attached hereto and made 
a part hereof.’ By reference to the 
specifications above mentioned, I find 
the following: ‘The individual or com- 
pany receiving the award of this con- 
tract will be required to gather and 
remove to the crematory, and there 
burn, all animal garbage and vegetable 
ble garbage, not swill; from all pri- 
vate dwellings, boarding-houses, hotels, 
restaurants and saloons and markets in 
that portion of the city of Los Ange- 
les known as fire limit No. 1, and all 
hotels and boarding-houses feeding an 
average of six or more persons daily, 
at least three times a week, and from 
all other portions of the city at least 
twice a week. 

This garbage must be removed at 
such a time as the Council and Board 
of Health may, from time to time, de- 
termine, in wagons having wrought- 
iron, or. steel, beds, and of a type or 
model approved by the Council and to 
be described in this contract. These 
wagons must be kept outside of the 
built-up portions of the city (the loca- 
tion to be subject to the approval of 
the Council,) and be cleaned every day. 
| 

“ ‘Vegetable and animal e 
must be delivered to the U 
unmixed with ashes or other refuse 
matter, which cannot be burned. 

Ashes and tin cans, when placed 
in proper receptacles and unmixed 
with garbage, shall be removed by the 
contractor without extra charge, and 
may be used to fill low lands.“ “ 

“So far as I can ascertain there have 
been no hours set apart for the collec- 
tion of garbage except those established 
by ordinance No. 2288, new series, sec- 
tion 42, which is as follows: ‘The-gar- 
bage contractor shall keep the resi- 
dents of the city informed of the times 
when he will call for their garbage and 
ashes, and all garbage and ashes shall 
be removed from the streets, sidewalks 
and alleys by such contractor at or be- 
fore 10 o’clock in the morning; and no 
garbage, ashes, swill or receptacle for 
the same shall be placed or allowed to 
remain on any street, sidewalk or alley 
after 10 o’clock in the morning, or be- 
fore 8 o’clock in the evening.’ 

“Said agreement also provides that 
Said contractor agrees for the term of 
three years, in a good an efficient man- 
ner, and in such way and at such times 
as not to prejudice the health or offend 
the senses of the inhabitants of said 
city, to collect and cremate the garbage 
thereof. 

In view of the above facts, I suggest 
that the garbage contractor be in- 
structed by your honorable body to 
collect the garbage and ashes as set 
forth in said agreement and specifica- 
tions; and to notify the residents of the 
times when such garbage will be col- 
lected, as prescribed by section 42 of 


ordinance No. 2288, as above set forth.“ 


Referred to the Board of Public Works. 
J also desire to call your attention 
to the fact that in the ordinance of in- 


tention to construct a sewer on Downey 
avenue and the district north thereof, 


Northeast Lake avenue is left out; said. 
avenue needs a sewer a8 much as any 
other portion of the district. I suggest 
that this street be sewered at the earli- 
est possible moment.” Referred to the 
Sewer Committee. 
Contractor Dodd appeared before the 


Council requesting that the sewer on 


North Hope street be so constructed 
as to allow of connections being made 
with the property on that street, The 
matter was referred to the City Engi- 
neer, who will prepare a report upon 
the subject. The communication from 
Frick Brothers, asking that the em- 
bargo placed upon them by the Coun- 
cil, which prohibits their bidding upon 
any work for the city, was referred to 
the Finance Committee. The invita- 
tion from the American Society of 
Municipal Improvement to the munici- 
pal departments of the city, asking 
them to participate in the society’s con- 
vention at Cincinnati, September 11, 
12 and 13, 1895, was referred to the 
Board of Public Works. 

A communication from the Council of 
Labor with reference to an alleged vio- 
lation of the eight-hour law by Saffell 
& Wright, in their work on the Sand- 
street school building, was received by 
the Council, the same reading as fol- 
lows: 

“At the last regular meeting of the 
Los Angeles County Council of Labor 
the secretary was instructed to write 
and request your honorable body not 
to grant any more contract work to 
Saffell & Wright, the contractors, as 
we have ample proof that they violated 
the eight-hour law on the Sand-street 
schoolhouse.” 

It is possible that the firm referred 
to in the communication had an inkling 
of what the Council of Labor proposed 
to send to the City Council, as the fol- 
lowing communication was received by 
the Council from the firm: 

“In answer to the complaints of sun- 
dry parties made to your honorable 
body, that in the fulfillment of our con- 
tract with the city we are cage mag the

ent system of marketing produce that 
the farmer and gardener ogee is very 
unsatisfactory; that the Plaga, now 
used for that purpose, is too smalj and 
is very unsatisfactory to both producer 
and consumer; that the time has fully 
come when we should supply this want 
by establishing a market at some cen- 
tral location of the city. Other cities 
of like size, and even smaller, have es- 
tablished and operated such markets 
with great benefit to the people.
